The  end  of  the  year  brings  with  it  the  heartfelt  thanks  of 
the  Library  and  its  staff  to  all  the  boys,  teachers,  volunteers, 
parents  and  members  of  the  extended  SHS  family  for  their 
patronage,  support  and  good  fellowship!  Thank  you  for  the 
tremendous  turnout  at  our  Babar  Book  Fair  -  in  fact,  at 
times  the  library  was  a  mob  scene. 

Also  at  an  end  is  the  first  year  of  extending  story  reading 
into  the  senior  grades  as  part  of  the  English  curriculum.

We  recommend  that  in  the  fall  parents  take  advantage  of 
the  two  year  old  series  of  Books  and  Breakfast  at  the  Ritz 
sponsored  by  the  Gazette  and  Paragraphe  Bookstore.  A  sec- 
ond section  of  Spring  Breakfasts  has  been  added  this  year 
and  Mrs.  Ferguson  has  brought  glowing  reports  or  author 


talks  back  to  the  Library.  Among  the  new  titles  from  these 
events  are  The  Piano  Player's  Daughter  by  Timothy  Findlay 
and  Maximum,  Minimum,  Medium,  a  Journey  Through 
Canadian  Prisons,  by  Julius  Melnitzer,  a  controversial  ex- 
convict.  Both  books  are  at  the  top  of  the  reading  list  sug- 
gestions being  set  out  for  summer  loans  to  faculty. 

Mrs.  Ferguson  also  recommends  that  those  who  intend 
to  borrow  the  library's  copy  of /«  Retrospect  by  Robert 
McNamara  should  read  as  well,  perhaps  before  hand, 
Michael  Herr's  classic  collection  of  his  reports  from  the 
front  lines  of  Vietnam,  Dispatches. 

Double  Flook  Bookstore  hosted 
a  signing  last  Tuesday  evening  for  Montreal  author  Mary 
Soderstrom  whose  new  novel  Endangered  Species  deals  in  a 
fascinating  way  with  the  current  political  situation  in  our 
province.The  store  was  so  crowded  that  the  brie  melted  all 
over  the  cheese  table  and  it  was  necessary  to  send  out  for 
more  wine  glasses.  Mrs.  Ferguson  was  delighted  not  simply 
because  it  is  always  nice  to  see  English  literature  celebrated 
in  Montreal  but  also  because  the  author  is  one  of  her  oldest 
and  dearest  friends  in  the  city.  Looks  like  a  winner  for  Mary!

High  drama  filled  the  court  room  as 
the  jury'  foreman  rendered  a  guilty  ver- 
dict in  the  Tom  Robinson  case.  Judge 
Tavlor  stormed  out  of  the  court  room 


in  an  angry  huff  while  the  gallery  of 
spectators  gave  defense  attorney  Atticus 
a  respectful  standing  ovation. 

The  verdict  came  as  no  surprise 
from  an  all  white,  southern  jury  judg- 
ing a  black  man  accused  of  raping  a 
white  woman.  Even  though  Atticus 
clearly  showed  that  it  would  have  been 
difficult  for  Tom  Robinson  to  hit 
Mayella  Ewell  because  of  a  disability  in 
his  left  arm,  and  that  in  fact,  Mayella 
Ewell  was  beaten  by  her  father  after  he 
caught  her  seducing  Tom  Robinson, 
the  jury  upheld  the  southern  tradition 
and  convicted  Tom  Robinson. 

As  the  court  room  reporter,  I  was 
delighted  to  witness  the  Selwyn  House 
Grade  7  class  re-enact  the  trial  from  To 
Kill  a  Mockingbird.  The  boys  each 
played  their  roles  convincingly  and 
showed  a  clear  grasp  of  the  nuances  of  i 
the  relationships  between  people  at  that 
time  and  place  in  history.

Applications  and  Selections

This  was  quite  an  interesting  year  for 
me  because  of  the  variety  of  schools  and 
programmes  that  the  graduates  applied 
to. 

Schools  that  are  not  CEGEPs  con- 
tinue to  be  popular  at  Selwyn  House 
School.  Fourteen  out  of  53  graduating 
students  applied  to  23  non-CEGEP 
schools:  2  Canadian,  14  U.S.  Prep 
Schools,  6  U.S.  Universities,  and  1 
European  school. 

Harvard,  Williams  and  Middlebury 
each  accepted  one  of  our  students.  One 
plans  to  begin  studies  at  Williams, 
while  the  others  will  defer  their 
entrance  to  Middlebury  and  Harvard 
for  a  year.  Six  graduates  will  study  at 
U.S.  Prep  Schools  (Choate  Rosemary 
Hall,  Governor  Dummer  Academy, 
Milton  Academy,  Philips  Exeter 
Academy,  and  St.  Paul's  School)  before 
heading  off  to  university.  Three  will 
study  in  Grade  12  at  Lower  Canada 
College  next  year,  and  one  will  be  in  the 
South  of  France  at  the  Lycee  School. 

Forty-seven  graduates  applied  to 
ten  different  programmes  at  nine  dif- 


ferent English  and  French  CEGEPs  ii^^ 
Montreal    and    Quebec    CitjI^P 
Marianopolis  took  over  from  Dawson 
as  the  most  popular  CEGEP,  and  all 
27  of  our  applicants  were  accepted 
there. 

Two  of  our  students  received  a 
scholarship  and  an  award  from 
Marianopolis.  Jon  Stern,  1  IB,  was 
given  a  $200  Book  Scholarship  for  his 
outstanding  academic  achievement  at 
Selwyn  House.  Eric  Goldwarg,  1 IC, 
received  a  Student  Life  award  of  $150 
because  he  possesses  significant  poten- 
tial to  contribute  to  the  quality  of  life  at 
Marianopolis. 

Science  continued  to  be  the  most 
popular  programme  at  CEGEP  with 
over  half  of  the  students  applying  to 
either  pure  and  applied  or  health  sci- 
ence.
